We think the citizenship need not be kept 
awake o’ nights on account of these activities. Of 
course there is a fanatic minority who are im- 
pervious to the facts ofthe Russian situation or 
any other facts that don't fit its pet notions. But 
the mass of American wage earners, to say noth- 
ing of the rest of the people, are not such glut- 
tons for punishment that they will walk into a 
morass such as cae has made for the 
Russians. 

As a matter. of fact, a Red revolution in the 
United States would do more damage and cause 
more misery than it did in Russia, because we 
have more to lose and have farther to fall. Rus- 
sian organization was at best a rather primitive 
affair, while American life, including that of the 
average wage eafnér, is far more dependent on 
the continuous operation of the machinery of pro- 
duction, transportation, and distribution than the 
Russian. It takes only a little sensible thought 
to realize what would happen in this country, with 
its high standards of living for city people and 
rural people, if a group like Lenin and his asso- 
ciates paralyzed our factories and our railroads, 
destroyed the value of our money, wiped out our 
free institutions, and brought the terrible coa- 
fusion and demoralization in all civil enter- 
prises that have marked their control + oti 

fairs. In proportion as w6 have thousands of 
prosperous citfes and scores of ‘millions of people 
dépendent upon the constant working of our com- 
plicated system of production and supply, our 
‘helplessness and our suffering woujd surpass that 
ot Russia. To thrust the back

Washington, D. C., July 29.—Secre- 
tary Hughes in a long memorandum 
addressed to the senate judiciary com- 
mittee again expressed disapproval to- 
day of the bill introduced by Senator 
Underwood of Alabama, the Demo- 
cratic leader, for establishment of an 
all-American commission to adjust Ger- 
man war claims.

“Gen. Sawyer says that there are 
10,000 vacant beds in government hos- 
pitals,” the letter cntinves. “If this 
is true, why are 3,500 men still kept 


in contract hospitals which every ex- 


pert agrees should not be used? Why 


are army mental cases sent to state 


institutions? Every day that Gen. 
Sawyer delays, surveys, and covrdl- 
nates means that many of our soldiers 
pass the border line from nervousness 
and temporary hallucinations into per- 
manent insanity. They lose their rea- 
son while hospital sites are considered 
and reconsidered.” 
Tours Western States. 


"Mrs. Hobart declares that the de- 


fense by government officials of~Gen. = 
Sawyer’s conduct of the hospitaliza- | 


tion board means nothing. She states 
she has just returned from a tour of 
nine western states, where. she had 
an opportunity to observe conditions 
in both government, and contract in- 
stitutions. 

In one contract hospital, the auxil- 
iary head states; men were condemn=d 
to remain in one ward for six months 
without recreation and with other 
mental cases as their only compan- 
ions. The surroundings were grim 


and cheerless, she said, and there was 


nothing in the atmosphere to help 
the border-line caBe to sanity and 
good health. 

- Advises Sawyer to View Them. 

“If Gen. Sawyer and his witnesses 
could visit a contract hospital and 
learn conditions as I’ did, at first hand, 
their hearts would prompt: them to 
take a more humane view of the care 
of shell shocked veterans., Many of 
‘the patients in govérnment hospitals 
have only one nightmare—that is that; 
they might be sent to a contract in- 
stitution,’’ Mrs. -Hobart states. 

She expresses indignation that Gen. 
Sawyer should assert that few persons 
were now interested in the disabled 
veteran. She insists that the entire 
body of womén over whom she pre- 
sides are keeping in almost daily touch

HOW TO MAKE 
REAL PEACH JAM 


Ripe Peach Flavor 
ly Preserved 


By Ann Proctor 


The finest peach jam you ever 
tasted—chock full of the nat- 
ural flavor and color—can be. 
made at home within ten min- 
utes after the peaches are sliced 
or crushed. like the “Certo 
Process” as I ‘can fipe 
peaches and because it takes 
only one minute’s boiling, thus 
saving flavor and color; it n aig 
fails, and is cheaper because I 
get two-thirds more jam. from 
the same amount of peaches. 


Certo Recipe for Peach Jam: 
—Use fully ripened fruit for 
finest flavor; peel, remove pits 
and thoroughly crush enque 2% 
qts. or 3 Measure 4 level 
cups: (2 ibs) crushed fruit into 
large kettle. Add 8 leveled cups 
(314 tbs.) sugar and mix well. 


Stir hard and constantly and 
bring to a boil over 
the hottest fire. Boil hard for 


one minute with constant stir- 
ring. Then take from fire, add 
bottle (scant cup) Certo 
stir it in well. Skim and 
quickly. This makes 11 alf- 
pound glasses of jam,
